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By some, monarchs are considered a 
tropical butterfly having followed the 
bad tasting milkweed north as the 
glaciers receded. Actually, they are 
found in similar form over much of the 
world, where they are called tiger 
butterflies. I have caught them in 
Thailand, where they have a little more 
white on them. 

Returning from Mexico in the 
spring, monarchs lay eggs on the 
milkweed. Three broods or so later, 
they have reached Canada. Then in the 
fall they fly thousands of miles south 
through the U.S. and then along the 
Caribbean coast until opposite Mexico 
City. Then they fly inland to several 
places west of Mexico City, where they 
gather at 10,500 feet and spend the 
winter. 

The estimates were that in years past 
over a billion monarchs spent the 
winter in this area. The temperature 
there hovers around freezing, rarely 
going below and then only briefly. 
Around late February, these butterflies 
start to fly back north again. Tagging 
has helped to verify this migration 
pattern. 

Birds, after trying once, do not 
attack the monarch again because they 
are distasteful. This comes from the 
milkweed, the larva’s host plant. It is 
thought the viceroy, which looks much 
like the monarch, protects itself by 
imitation.

Jerry Castillon 


(This is the sixth of a series of articles 
written about and by St. Louis 
Audubon board members themselves so 
that all our membership can be better 
acquainted with our decision makers 
on the board.) 


Like all other members of this 
organization, I too am a true nature 
lover. This probably got its start back 
in Creve Coeur when I was a child 
playing forever in the woods behind 
my home. From trapping rabbits to 
climbing trees, my awareness of 
biodiversity (before the word existed) 
grew as did my closeness to all aspects 
of natural environments. 

After high school, I earned 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees in 
biology from the University of Mis- 
souri. I’ve been teaching courses in 
various biological sciences for the past 
33 years.

Developers Threaten Loss of 
Tyson Research Center

At the end of June, as William 
Danforth was retiring as chancellor of 
Washington University, phones were 
ringing, carrying rumors that Washing- 
ton University was negotiating with an 
eastern developer for the sale of the 
Tyson tract. Plans were said to include 
a residential development and a golf 
course. It was said that the sale could 
be announced as early as August. 

In a letter addressed to the Friends 
of Tyson and dated June 30, his last 
day in office, Danforth, responding to 
the rumors, confirmed that Dr. Dick 
Coles, the director at Tyson, had been 
placed on administrative leave for | 
year. At the time, Coles was at The 
Nature Place near Florissant, Colorado, 
where for several years he has been 
lecturing and guiding tours through the 
nearby Colorado Rockies. He wrote 
that operations at Tyson were being cut 
and added, “Our plans are to continue 
Tyson as part of the University.” He 
did not explain why users of Tyson, 
including supporters of the Field 
Science Program, a program that 
benefits many inner city classrooms, 
had been told that they could plan to 
continue their programs for | year, 
until the end of June 1996. 

On Monday, July 3, Tom 
Uhlenbrock’s article in the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch publicized the rumors. 
Dick Roloff, executive vice chancellor 
of Washington University and a 
developer himself, was quoted as 
saying, “We are planning to review the 
future use of Tyson for university 
purposes. At this time, our plans are to 
continue to leave the land undis- 
turbed.” To those who read between 
the lines, the phrase “at this time” 
strikes an ominous note. Meanwhile, 
Darlene Marlow, who heads the 
Friends of Tyson, aroused the commu- 
nity and marshalled support for Tyson. 

The Tyson tract, originally part of 
the Rankin estate along the Meramec 
River, was taken over by the U.S. 
government during World War II and 
used for ammunition storage. Bunkers 
still dot the area, hidden in the valleys 
between the rolling hills. After the 
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war the area was sold to St. Louis 
County for parkland. But during the 
Korean War the government reclaimed 
the land. After that war, when the 
County expected to have the land 
returned for park uses, Washington 
University requested that it be given 
the land for various research purposes. 
As a result, about 2,000 of the original 
2,373 acres were given to Washington 
University. The remaining land now 
exists as St. Louis County’s West 
Tyson Park. Tyson Research Center 
lies along the north side of Interstate I- 
44, west of Missouri Highway 141. 

The Tyson tract stands in the center 
of 8,000 acres of relatively undisturbed 
Ozark mountain lowlands which have 
been preserved at great effort. The 
Open Space Council was instrumental 
in obtaining the lands that now make 
up Castlewood State Park to the north 
of Tyson. Ellen Alton and her Friends 
of Forest-44 succeeded in persuading 
the Missouri Department of Conserva- 
tion to acquire nearly 1,000 acres of 
land along the south side of I-44, 
saving that area from pending develop- 
ment. St. Louis County’s West Tyson 
and Lone Elk Parks lie on the western 
and eastern edges of Tyson. The large 
Beaumont Reservation of the Boy 
Scouts, along Antire Road, further 
buffers Tyson from urban expansion. 
An undeveloped area of this size and so 
close to a large metropolitan area is a 
unique asset. 

Following the July 4 weekend, St. 
Louis Audubon faxed a letter to the 
new Chancellor, Mark S. Wrighton, 
calling his attention to the shabby 
treatment accorded to Dick Coles and 
asking for a “clear and unambiguous 
statement... that the Tyson tract will 
not be sold for development.” This 
was, perhaps, his first day on the job. 
His answer, faxed on July 10, said that 
“the Center will continue to be avail- 
able for the community-at-large, for 
school field trips, and other activities. . 
. . There are no plans to sell the prop- 
erty.” The general tenor of the reply, 
however, reminded the reader of 
Danforth’s earlier letter of June 30. 
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Still at this time, leaders of program 
activities at Tyson had been told that 
they could make plans only through 
the end of June 1996. 

The Audubon letter was followed 
by similar letters from Roger Pryor of 
the Missouri Coalition for the Envi- 
ronment and many others. The Post- 
Dispatch carried editorials and letters 
from readers protesting the planned 
sale. 

Finally, on July 21, Chancellor 
Wrighton faxed his own Letter to the 
Editor--saying that he was “impressed 
with the level of concern .. . about the 
future of Tyson Research Center” and 
noting that, having by then visited 
Tyson, he better appreciated the 
beauty of the area. He added, “There 
are no plans to develop the land, or to 
sell it for development or for any other 
purpose.” Unfortunately, the editors 
deleted his comments about the level 
of concern and the beauty of the area, 
as well as his apology to “those in the 
community who have had increased 
anxiety due to lack of adequate ad- 
vance notice.” 

Saying that “we have no plans” is 
not the same as saying “we will not.” 
At least, Mario Cuomo, when an- 
nouncing that he had no plans to run 
for president, added that he had no 
plans to make plans--and that turned 
out to be true. Nevertheless, while the 
chancellor’s reply is not the clear and 
unambiguous statement that we had 
requested, it is still a welcome relief. 

This writer’s conclusion is that 
there was fire smoldering beneath the 
smoke. The rumors supposedly came 
from a reliable source. Vice Chancel- 
lor Roloff has been quoted as having 
said over 2 years ago that he wanted to 
sell Tyson. 

The haste and secrecy of the move 
make it suspect. Dick Coles knew that 
his budget would be cut because the 
Medical School planned to move its 
animal care facilities back to the city 
campus. But only a week before his 
dismissal, he was told that his job was 
secure. When he was given adminis- 
trative leave, he was also placed under 
a gag order--told not to discuss his 
dismissal or any of the changes at 
Tyson. Others using Tyson, including 
the staff of the Wolf Sanctuary, were 
not notified of the administrative 
changes as they occurred. 

The moral to this story is that we 
must continue to be vigilant. Tyson 
may be safe for a few years, but after 
that we may suddenly find that the 
University does have plans.

Art Museum Proposal 
Could Save Arena Site 
for Forest Park

During May and June, St. Louis 
Audubon participated in a series of 
negotiations between Citizens to 
Protect Forest Park (CPFP), led by 
Pat Waterston, and 4 trustees of the 
City Art Museum which led eventu- 
ally to our support of the Museum’s 
proposal for limited, one-time-only 
expansion within the park. 

In its proposal, submitted to the 
City of St. Louis on June 30, the 
Museum proposed to purchase the 
Arena site from the City and then 
return it to the City for incorporation 
into Forest Park or for other park- 
related uses. 

The Museum will organize a non- 
profit corporation including other 
park institutions which will raise the 
$10 million offered to the City. 
Another $1 million will be provided 
over 5 years for maintenance. 

In addition to Audubon, the CPFP 
negotiating team included representa- 
tives from the Missouri Coalition for 
the Environment, Open Space Coun- 
cil, and the Sierra Club. After re- 
peated sessions during the final 2 
weeks of negotiations, each of the 4 
organizations adopted resolutions 
urging the Mayor to accept the 
Museum’s proposal over 3 competing 
proposals for primarily commercial 
development. 

Both sides found the negotiations 
fruitful. The Museum trustees felt 
that their proposal could not succeed 
without the support of environmental 
groups. They came to realize that 
they would have to accept many 
restrictions which they had not 
anticipated, including public review 
of any building plans. In a spirit of 
cooperation, the Museum is continu- 
ing to involve CPFP in preparing its 
plans for the Forest Park Master Plan 
Design Team and in developing 
suggestions for eventual incorporation 
of the Arena site into the park. 
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One Bird--Two Habitats 
by Sue Smith 


On July 11, President Mary Lou 
Miller and Audubon board members 
Dianne Johnson and Sue Smith at- 
tended the One Bird--Two Habitat 
workshop at Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity in Edwardsville. 

The purpose of the workshop was to 
interest neighboring states in becoming 
facilitators of the One Bird--Two 
Habitat middle school curriculum 
developed by Susan Gilchrist, Katie 
Row, and David Borneman of the 
Wisconsin Department of Natural 
Resources. 

Jorge Bortero presented a slide 
program in which he discussed the 
necessity of a global approach to 
migratory bird management. One 
example he cited was the dickcissel. 
This North American grassland bird 
gathers in megaflocks in Venezuela. 
On the sorghum and rice plantations 
there, it is considered an agricultural 
pest. 

Workshop participants from several 
states were guided through many of the 
interdisciplinary lessons. The curricu- 
lum was made available and can be 
adapted for the participants’ home 
states.
